77 /(? orders for the iviprint editions of the 
Christmas issues of the Publishers’ Weekly and 
the Literary News are coming in rapidly, and with 
them renewed and urgent requests to have the is¬ 
sues ready in good time for circulation. Publishers 
of Holiday Books should bear in mind that an early 
issue of the Christmas number of the Weekly and 
an early distribtition of the imprint editions will 
secure early orders. An early issue must depend on 
prompt supply of material. The make-up of the 
Christmas issue requiring unusual care and much 
experimental work, those who will give us proper 
time will have the advantage of superior display 
and workmanship. Early copies or sheets of illus¬ 
trated books should be sent without delay. We are 
already at work, and where every day tells, nothing 
should be postponed until to-morrow that can be 
done to-day. _ 

Booksellers who, in preference, or in ad¬ 
dition to the special Christmas catalogues, de¬ 
sire to place into the hands of their customers 
a handy guide to the standard works of general 
literature, can scarcely do better than to use as 
an enclosure list the cheap edition of “Books of 
All Time.” The deficiency of the compilation in 
certain branches, such as history, biography, 
etc. (which have been reserved for a special 
section, now preparing by Prof. C. K. Adams), 
has, for purchasing purposes , been sufficiently 
covered by a Supplement. This, under the title 
“ Brief Purchase-list of Books for the Library,” 
not only includes the standard works of history, 
biography, etc., but forms in itself a picked list 
of the best books in all branches of literature 
(exclusive only of science proper, professional 
and technical works), whh the prices revised for 
the season 1882-83. This list is so representa¬ 
tive, indeed, that it can be used to advantage 
as an order-list for the replenishing of stock as 
well as for a ready reference-list. Every sales¬ 
man should, during the busy season, keep some 
copies in his pocket, not only for the accom¬ 
modation of bookbuyers, but for his own work¬ 
ing purposes. A compact subject-index, fol¬ 
lowing the alphabetical list by authors, will aid 
him particularly in the answering of the daily 
questions. There is also an annotated list of the 
most prominent readingguides and literary jour¬ 
nals— the true makers of bookbuyers —a fact which 
some booksellers do not yet seem properly to 
appreciate. The placing of a good catalogue, 
or the obtaining of a subscription to a good lit¬ 
erary journal, often proves far more profitable 
than the sale of the costliest edition of one indi¬ 
vidual work. A good guide through literature 
is the ever-active home agent of the bookseller. 


CLARK RUSSELL’S STATEMENT EX¬ 
PLAINED. 

The following paragraph, telegraphed to the- 
Tribune, appeared in its issue for Oct. 29 : 

“ The Athenceum revives the copyright ques¬ 
tion, publishing a letter from Clark Russell,, 
quoting Vast’s statement that the Harpers have 
sold immense editions of Russell’s sea stories,, 
but Russell says : ‘ I have never, as I live to 
swear it, received one single farthing from 
America ; have never been honored by so much 
as a thank-you.’ Yet The A thenceum insists that 
American publishers are most anxious for in¬ 
ternational copyright, and asserts that the press¬ 
ure from the Typographical Union prevents the 
State Department from submitting a treaty to 
the Senate.” 

The following 'card from Messrs. Harper & 
Bros, appeared in the Tribune Oct. 31 : 

“To the Editor of the Tribune : 

“ Sir : The telegraphed statement of Mr. Clark 
Russell, published in the Tribune of October- 
29, to the effect that he ‘ had never received; 
one single farthing from America,’ admits of a 
simple explanation. 

‘‘We follow one of two courses in paying for 
English works which we reprint. If we receive 
advance sheets from the author, we deal directly 
with the author, to whom we remit the sum 
agreed upon. On the other hand, if we receive- 
advance sheets from the London publisher, we 
deal directly with him. In the case of Mr. 
Clark Russell, we have in every instance re¬ 
ceived the advance sheets of his works from his 
London publishers, to whom we have remitted 
the honorarium agreed upon for each. 

“ In reply to a letter from Mr. Russell, dated 
October 14, 1880, we wrote him, on the 30th of 
the same month, that we had paid for his stories 
already published by us. Mr. Russell made no 
objection at that time, nor when subsequent, 
negotiations were pending regarding his later 
works. We have just concluded arrangements 
for simultaneous publication in America of his 
forthcoming novel, ‘A Sea Queen,’ in serial 
and book form, paying for the same the price 
asked. Harper & Brothers.

AMERICAN MAGAZINE ILLUSTRATION. 

The following extracts from the London jour¬ 
nals reflect more credit on American than on 
English publishing enterprise. In an article 
treating of what it calls the British “ pig-headed 
obstinacy for running in grooves,” The London 
Globe says : “ Up to the date of the naturalization 
of the two American magazines, Scribner's and 
Harpers, the woodcuts is English magazines 
were simply ludicrous. We had got into a 
groove of illustration, and the public, faute de 
rnieux , were forced to be contented with it, but 
when the above-named American magazines 
appeared, and the public saw what could be got 
at the same price, there was an outcry, and 
consequent reform in the right direction is- 
everywhere apparent.” Mr. Smalley, in his cor¬ 
respondence to the Tribune , referring to the 
fact that Longmaris Magazine is not to be illus¬ 
trated, quotes: ‘‘When will London have a 
high-class illustrated monthly?” cries The 
Morning Post, and adds : “There are several 
already which contain two or three illustrations 
but there is surely an opening for a magazine 
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on the model of those brought out by American 
firms in which the excellent wood engravings 
are of equal importance with the text, and add 
immensely to the value of the publications.” 
And The Standard from the same text remarks : 
“ Thirty years ago the average transatlantic 
magazine was a dull 25 cents’ worth of poorly 
written, atrociously illustrated stuff. To-day 
the two budgets of brightly penned papers which 
are found on every railway bookstall will bear 
comparison with anything of the same nature 
that we can show ; while the exquisite wood- 
cuts and ‘process’ illustrations which adorn 
their pages have driven the proprietors of Eng¬ 
lish magazines to despair—or, what is better, 
into a determination to equal if not to surpass 
them.” And Mr. Smalley adds : “ The par¬ 
ticular English publisher who has determined 
to issue an illustrated magazine which shall 
equal if not surpass The Century and Harper's 
is not named. Perhaps it would be difficult to 
name him. Meanwhile the two Americans have 
gained a foothold (as well as a reputation) from 
which they will not easily be driven.” 


TRIBUTE TO A CHICAGO PUBLISHER. 

The Chicago Tribune reprints from the Bos¬ 
ton Index the following “ creditable showing of 
what a Chicago publisher is doing for West¬ 
ern literature” : 

“It is no discredit to this country that the 
works of Mark Twain, our great humorist, are 
widely read ; but to show the justness of Mr. 
Towne’s reply to Matthew Arnold on American 
Culture, which we printed recently, we submit 
the following facts : When Chicago was burned 
down, there had stood side by side, and there 
fell together into smoking ruin, three of the 
largest book-stores in the world—double stores 
of great depth, five stories high, with basement 
for receiving and packing and for storage. 
The middle one of the three was an old and 
solid concern, with an immense trade, built up 
and managed by Mr. S. C. Griggs, one of the 
pioneers and marked men of Chicago enter¬ 
prise. At the time of the great destruction 
by fire, younger men had come in and had be¬ 
come a part of the prosperity of the house ; and, 
to these Mr. Griggs gave up the bookselling 
business under the new name of Jansen, Mc- 
Clurg & Co., while he established a purely 
publishing interest under the old name of S. C. 
Griggs & Co. The development of this inter¬ 
est is a striking feature in the progress of that 
vast Northwest to which Chicago is a metro¬ 
politan mart.” 

This is followed by a full acount ot the 
many publications of this enterprising publish¬ 
ing house. 


AN OLD-TIME BOOKSELLER. 

And now for a refreshing change, “ look upon 
this picture.” We found it in the Londo?i Book¬ 
seller , and that worthy “ representative,” always 
on the lookout for good examples, found it in 
the People's Journal: 

“The late Mr. George Shepherd had a career 
in Aberdeen as a bookseller that deserves more 
notice than was taken of it at his death, which 
occurred recently. The truth is, the deceased 
genial bibliopole so entirely outlived most of 
his contemporaries, that now, when he has 


gone from among us, there are but few left 
who knew him so intimately as to be able to 
place on record his many gifts and graces. It 
is often said that a bookseller’s shop-window 
is a place at which the poor who cannot buy 
may study literature and art free. Many of us 
enjoyed that privilege in our early youth to our 
heart’s content at the window of the late Mr. 
Shepherd. To those of us who loved pictorial 
teaching, and in boyhood had but little oppor¬ 
tunity of getting it, the fine, well-trimmed win¬ 
dow at the foot of Broad street, just situated 
about where the electric clock is now, forty 
years ago drew groups of Aberdeen boys daily 
round about it. What a study it is to contrast 
the cheap pictures of that time with the pres¬ 
ent ! The most rubbishy-colored pictures then 
cost sixpence. Now, productions infinitely 
better finished than they were, can be had for a 
halfpenny. No matter, Mr. George Shepherd 
made the best of things as the)’’ existed in his 
day, and there, at the Broad-street window, you 
had well-arranged strings of natural-history 
pictures ; and invariably, set in an attractive 
position, was to be seen a Seventy-ninth High¬ 
lander in full regimentals. How the youngsters 
did gaze and admire ! The inside of the shop 
in every way matched the window—methodical, 
trim, and clean to the utmost nicety. Daily 
standing just inside his door, and frequently 
outside his counter, Mr. Shepherd’s happy, in¬ 
telligent countenance might have been seen 
engaged in conversation on the topics of the 
day with some of the town’s leading worthies. 
Booksellers of that time were booksellers and 
book-readers too, and their places of business 
were the literary and scientific clubs of the 
period. Such was Mr. Shepherd’s shop. It is 
true he did not amass a fortune in it ; but he 
did more good than is often achieved by a 
dozen fortunes, by stimulating young folks to 
self-culture, and by encouraging his fellow- 
citizens to take a wise interest in matters of 
every-day importance. Mr. Shepherd had a 
perfect fund of anecdote and old-fashioned 
stories which he could apply aptly. The whole 
history of Aberdeen bookselling from the be¬ 
ginning of this century was at his fingers’ ends, 
and it was a treat of no ordinary kind to spend 
an evening with him along with the late Bailie 
Lewis Smith and the late Mr. William Russell. 
Alas ! how have the mighty fallen ! Book¬ 
sellers of our day have descended into a batch 
of hucksterers, chiefly noticeable by their vend¬ 
ing wares at threepence off the shilling. Oh, 
for the good old days of the late Mr. George 
Shepherd and his compeers ! ” 


MEMOIR OF DANIEL MACMILLAN.

Sir : I have had so much pleasure in the 
reading of the “ Memoir of Daniel Macmillan,” -

We cannot all be Macmillans, but we can all 
be the better for learning something of the 
noble spirit which Daniel Macmillan sought to- 
infuse into his business as a retail bookseller.

T. J. Brown, Eager & Co., the well-known 
and enterprising booksellers of Toledo, formally 
opened on the 22d ult. their new and enlarged 
salesroom at 197 and 199 Summit St. The oc¬ 
casion called out an interesting bit of Western 
trade history, which we condense from the Tole¬ 
do Bell. 

In July, 1858, Theodore T. Brown and George 
W. Baldwin, formed the firm of Brown & Bald¬ 
win, and opened what was known as a “News 
Depot,” for the sale of newspapers, periodicals, 
and stationery—the first establishment of the 
kind in Toledo. There was enough that was 
peculiar about the partnership agreement of 
this firm to justify its reproduction here, as 
follows : 

“Toledo, O., July 1, 1858. 

“Theodore J. Brown and George W. Baldwin have 
entered into a partnership in the news, book, and stationery 
business—each one contributing in cash or goods an equal 
amount. And it is agreed that the former (T. J. ,B ) shall, 
in consideration that he personally superintend the store 
(191 Summit Street, Toledo), be allowed four dollars ($4) per 
week as a recompense; both agreeing to do everything to 
the best of their ability for the benefit and promotion of the 
firm, and to enter into no speculation whatever, without the 
•consent of the other.” 

Their stock and cash capital amounted to 
•$81.52. The first week’s trade amounted to 
$4*75 ; the second, $16.36 ; the third, $15.56 ; 
•and the fourth, $18.54—total for July $55.31. 
August did better, being $113.37. The total for 
the first six months was $711.66. 

A few weeks after their settlement on Summit 
•St. the owner of the building had become so 
strongly impressed with the success of the estab¬ 
lishment, that he demanded an advance in rent, 
which the firm could not afford to pay; they there¬ 
fore bought a frame building, about i6x 16, then 
standing on Water St., for which they paid $25 
dn instalments. This they removed to the spot 
•on which White’s Hall was built in 1860-61. 

In i860 Mr. Brown removed his building to 
a place a few feet east of the original location. 
His business here outgrowing his accommo¬ 
dations, he took more ample and attractive 
quarters at 213 Summit Street, occupying one 
half of the room. Here he remained until 1863, 
when a third removal took place—this time to 
167 Summit Street. Remaining here until 1869, 
Mr. Brown purchased the store, 165 Summit 
Street, which afterward was enlarged and im¬ 
proved by the additio.n of two stories and the 
provision of a basement. 

Meantime the firm had built up a large and 
prosperous wholesale trade. So greatly had 
the trade of the house extended, that even these 
supposed ample quarters became insufficient to 
meet existing demands, and to provide for a 
rapid increase in trade, more adequate accom¬ 
modations were sought, and they therefore 
erected a large and elegant building, 40 x 114 
feet, adjoining their new block, 193 and 195 Sum¬ 
mit Street, which happens to be the identical 
spot to which Mr. Brown removed the little 
frame structure in i860. 

From the first the business of the establish¬ 
ment had a growth of rare healthfulness and 
uniformity, as the following statement of sales 
for the periods named will show: 1858 (6 
months), $711.66; i860, $6436.09; 1865, $36,- 
556.26; 1870, $69,881.72; 1875, $117,810.49; 

1880, $183,061.40. The business of 1882 prom¬ 
ises an equal increase. 

As “ managing partner,” Mr. Brown was able 
4 o perform the entire work of the establishment 


until October, 1858, when assistance was found 
necessary, and a boy was engaged at $4 per 
month. In October, i860, Mr. Baldwin, who re¬ 
mained at Mansfield, disposed of his interest to 
Mr. J. F. Patton, who remained until Novem¬ 
ber, 1861, at which time Mr. Brown became 
sole proprietor. Ten years later (1871) Mr. 
George B. Hull, who had been with him since 
1861, as salesman, was in 1871 admitted as a 
partner and yet remains such. In 1873, Mr. 
William H. Eager, of the then late book firm of 
S. Bailey & Eager, entered the firm, which then 
took the name, T. J. Brown, Eager & Co., as it 
yet remains. To the efficient and devoted sup¬ 
port of these partners is largely due the extra¬ 
ordinary growth of the house’s tra.de during the 
past ten years, in which time this has more than 
quadrupled.

THE OLD SCHOOL-BOOK GRIEVANCE. 

New York, Oct. 24, 1882. 

To the Editor of the Publishers' Week [v : 

Sir : I wish to enter my protest against those 
publishers who are selling to teachers at the 
same discounts they give the bookseller. They 
have the right to do so, of course. But when 
they catalogue their books at a “ wholesale 
price ” or “ net trade-list,” from which the book¬ 
seller gets a small discount, is it consistent for 
them to sell to an outsider at less than their 
“ wholesale” or“ net trade” rate? Booksellers 
must keep school-books and must supply schools 
or school-teachers ; and they cannot sell their 
books at the same price they buy them at. Yet 
that is exactly what the publishers are forcing 
them to do. And for what reason ? Does the 
publisher sell anymore ofhis books by so doing? 
Not one. The teacher will get the books he 
wants, and a small deduction will not induce him 
to take a book he does not want. The publisher 
then simply steps between the bookseller and 
his customer, does not benefit himself, and yet 
succeeds in injuring the bookseller very 
thoroughly. I carry a very large stock of school¬ 
books, and I carry them to sell to teachers at 
a very small profit, yet, though the publishers 
are all anxious for me to buy their books, they 
evidently imagine that I buy them either to give 
away or to amuse myself by having a large col¬ 
lection. Else why do they undersell to out¬ 
siders their own “wholesale” and “net trade” 
prices? Respectfully,

English Poetry. —Baldwin’s “ Introduction 
to the Study of English Literature and Literary 
■Criticism,” of which the first volume has just 
been published by John E. Potter & Co.,has lists 
of references appended.to each chapter, direct¬ 
ing the student to the best works relating to the 
subjects discussed. It also contains a large 
number of quotations from the leading English 
•critics, which are made quite accessible by a 
special index of critcisms. 

Classification of Books.— The literature 
on this subject has lately received several con¬ 
tributions in the papers read at the Cincinnati 
Conference of Librarians (published in the Li¬ 
brary Joumal for July-Aug.), and in the follow¬ 
ing two separate volumes (published in uniform 
shape with Dui’s “ Classification ”) : “On the 
Classification of Books,” by Lloyd P. Smith, 
and a revised edition of “ A Rational Classifi¬ 
cation of Literature for Shelving and Cata¬ 
loguing Books,” by Fred B. Perkins. 

Books for the Young. —Miss Hewins, in the

•read at the Cincinnati Conference of Librari¬ 
ans, was published in the Library Journal for 
July-Aug. 

Aids and Guides for Readers. —By sheer 
•oversight was omitted the earlier mention of one 
of the most important “ cues,” given under the 
above heading, by Mr. S. S. Green, Librarian of 
the Worcester Free Public Library, in his ad¬ 
mirable “yearly report,” prepared by request 
•of the American Library Association, and 
printed in the Library Journal for July-Aug. 
This will shortly be issued in pamphlet-form, 
together with Mr. Green’s valuable paper on 
■“Library Aids,” revised to date. The latter 
was reprinted last year by the Bureau of Edu¬ 
cation in Washington, for the purpose of an¬ 
swering the many inquiries addressed to that 
office as to the sources of information respecting 
the establishment and conduct of libraries. 

New Testament Literature.— In its notice 
of Schaff’s new edition of “The History of the 
Christian Church,” the S. S. Times says : 
“ The discussion of the New Testament litera¬ 
ture, and the chronicling of all important re¬ 
cent theories in this field, are marked by clear¬ 
ness and conciseness ; and one of the most val¬ 
uable features of the work is the carefully se¬ 
lected lists of the most important English and 
German books on the topics discussed. These 
lists embrace all the chief works published up 
to the middle of the present year, with the men¬ 
tion, in some instances, of books now in course 
of preparation by noted scholars. The accuracy 
and fulness of these lists, which, like other 
parts of the work, have been revised by Pro¬ 
fessor Ezra Abbot, of Cambridge, render them 
a safe guide to the New Testament literature 
of to-day.” 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

A. D. F. Randolph & Co. announce a

Co., Chicago. The second volume, which is to 
appear in December, will, like the preceding 
one, be manufactured by Rand, McNally & Co. 

James D. Gill, Springfield, Mass., has just 
published “Springfield Illustrated,” a portfolio 
of views of Springfield, taken in and around 
the city. There are thirty-two views, produced 
by the photolithotype process, all in the best 
style of the art, making an acceptable souvenir 
of this interesting country-city. Mr. Gill will 
also publish “Great Barrington Illustrated.” 

Jansen, McClurg & Co. have just ready 
“The Theories of Darwin,” translated from the 
German of Rudolph Schmid by G. A. Zimmer- 
mann,and treating of the relation of Darwinism 
to philosophy, religion, and morals ; “ The Non¬ 
pareil Practical Cook-book,” by Mrs. E. A. M., 
containing many new receipts, American and 
foreign; “Practical Hints on Camping,” by 
Howard Henderson; and “Frontier Army 
Life,” by James W. Steele. 

The Mining Industrial Publishing Bu¬ 
reau, Philadelphia, have just published a large 
quarto volume on “The Mines, Miners, and 
Mining Interests of the United States in 1882.” 
This is a valuable work of reference, and fur¬ 
nishes a complete hand-book on this exceeding¬ 
ly important branch of our national interest. 
It is divided into eleven parts, each of which 
treats of a separate branch of the subject. It 
has an exhaustive index. 

The Presbyterian Board of Publication 
have ready a new book by the author of “ Week¬ 
day Religion,” Rev. J. R. Miller, D.D., en¬ 
titled “ Home Making.” The Doctor addresses 
the makers of the home, husband, wife, brother, 
son, etc., in words of wisdom clothed in grace. 
They are about to issue a new Sunday-school 
paper, The Morning Star , which they will make 
a good and inexpensive aid in Sunday-school 
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work. Their latest book, “Half-hours with 
the Lessons,” is having a large sale. 

D. Lothrop & Co. have now ready “ Blos¬ 
soms by the Way,” a collection of choice poems, 
fully illustrated, and with borders in color, de¬ 
signed by Sweeney; also “ Wedding-Day Book,” 
edited by Catherine Lee Bates, with original 
illustrations by George F. Barnes. They have 
in press : “ Out and About; or, The Hudsons’ 
Trip to the Pacific,” by Kate Tannatt Woods, a 
delightful mingling of adventure, travel, and 
realistic sketches, with more than two hundred 
authentic pictures ; and “ Young Folks’ History 
of Mexico,” by Fred. A. Ober, fully illustrated. 

J. B. Lippincott & Co. announce a new novel 
by that charming writerof fiction, Mrs. Forrester, 
entitled “I Have Lived a Love,” and also a 
new drama, “ Elfrida,” by Dyson Richell.

You 
see,’ he added, ‘ if a boy cam into ma shop and 
said “a ha’peth o’ slate pencil, Sir Adam,” it 
wadna soond weel.”’ 

Mr. Henry Stevens, in his paper on the 
novel question, “Who Spoils our English 
Books?” read at the Cambridge Conference of 
Librarians, traced the progress of a book from 
the study to the circulating library, and laid the 
blame of all the badly written and badly printed 
productions on nine persons, beginning with 
the author, and ending with the consumer. Old 
paper, bad ink, bad setting up in type, and bad 
binding were assigned by him as four of the 
chief causes of the wretched appearance of the 
books of the present time. 

“Dr. Sanders’s supplement to his great 
‘Worterbuch der Deutschen Sprache,’” says the 
Athenceum , “ is rapidly approaching completion. 
Only a few parts more have to appear, and Ger¬ 
many will possess, for the first time, a diction¬ 
ary which for excellence and practical useful¬ 
ness will hold its own even when the gigantic 
‘Worterbuch’ founded by the brothers Grimm 
is completed. The same author’s ‘Worterbuch 
der Hauptschwierigkeiten der Deutschen Spra¬ 
che,’ which ought to be in the hands of every 
advanced student of German, has just appeared 
in a thirteenth enlarged edition.” 

Richard Bentley & Son’s announcements 
include “Notes upon Some of Shakespeare’s 
Plays,” by Mrs. Fanny Kemble ; a new book 
by Lady Jackson, to be entitled “The Court of 
the Tuileries, of the Restoration, and of Louis 
Philippe “ Personal Reminiscences of Lord 
Stratford de Redcliffe and of the Crimean 
War,” by the author of “ Frontier Lands of the 
Christian and the Turk;” and the sixth and 
concluding volume of Dr. Evelyn Abbott’s 
translation of Duncker’s “ History of Antiq¬ 
uity,” containing the rise of the Persian em¬ 
pire. This last will be immediately followed 
by the first two volumes of Duncker’s “ History 
of Greece,” translated by S. F. Alleyne.
